DEATHS: George W. Trendle, 87, creator of THE LONE RANGER, SGT. 
PRESTON OF THE YUKON, and THE GREEN EORN'E radio classics that took 
some of the gloom out of Depression evenings and made Trendle a multi 
millionaire in the '40!s and ‘50's died of a heart attack in Detroit 
on May 10th. Trendle made his first fortune building ornate theaters 
for the movies in the @alad days of silent film. He nearly lost every- 
thing when he plunged all his money into Detroit's station WXYZ in 1929 
The Lone Ranger, ‘a paragon of innocent purity, rode to his rescue. 

"The Lone Ranger never smokes, never uses profanity and never uses in- 
toxivating beverages," Trendle primly warned his writers. "And when ks 
has to use guns he aims to maim as painlessly as possible. (from News- 
week, May 22, 1972)...Warren W. Colston, 74, who played the sheriff 
‘in the Lone Ranger died on May 24th. He was also on GANGBUSTERS...John 
‚Roeburt died nn May 22 at 63. John was an author of detective and sus-. 
“pense movels and radio and television dramas. Mr. Roeburt received a 
bust of Edgar Allan Poe in 1949 for bute tending mystery thriller on

Then the lights came uo and Gene would change hats as he 
went from Hake's to Léna's voice. They were still traveling from town

However, They always seemed to gravitate 
back to WIAM in Cleveland. T believe Word's name was Ford Rush, not

YOU AND THE LAW: Don Maris has removed over 65 reels from his cat- 
alog due to a threat by Charles Michelson of Charles Michelson, Inc. To. 
quote from Don's catalog “Mr. michelson threatened to sue me for copy- 
right infringement if I did not stop selling the programs he, claius to 
own. Many of these reels have only one or two programs on them that 
Mr. Michelson claims. Some Geem to be made up completely of shows he 
claims. I am trying to determine which, if any, of the shows he claims 
are really owned by him. Mr. Michelson claims that when REMEMBER RADIO 
sells one of these programs, he is being greatly damaged and the value 
of the program reduced. He seems to feel that the public should only 
be able to hear such programs as FIBBER ME @ MOLLY, LONE RANGER, 
SHADOW, etc. if and when they appear on a Local radio station in your 
area and not sooner. I feel that the interest in these programs are 
mainly generated by the selling and trading of programs between individ- 
uals. I feel that many radio stations that now pay Mr. Michelson for 
the right to broadcast some of his programs would not have had the in- 
terest except for the fact that people like yourselves decided to in- 
vest your time and money in tepes of old radio shows. If you agree with 
Mr. Michelson then you should write him and tell him so. If you so not 
agree then why not write and tell him why. “ishddress is: Charles 
Michelson, Inc. 45 West 45th St, New York, NY 10036.

Michelson knows it or not, several radio stations that now use his pro- 
grams were sent to hin by REMEMBER RADIO, INC. These stations contacted 
me to ask that I sell them shows to broadcast and I sugzested that they 
contact “ichelson dor programs.
